It is noted that in order for the claims to 
correctly describe the invention, the "vertical axis" is the one that allows for up and down 
inclination of the projector although it lies in a horizontal orientation. Such axis is 
associated with scale (920) of the bottom member. Conversely, the "horizontal axis" is
